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Vicomte Ferdinand de Lesseps, O. C.
S. 1., was born at Versailles. France, No-
vember M. 1806. In 1888, he entered the
diplomatic service as an attache of the
consulate at Lisbon, and subsequently
served In* like positions elsewhere. He
was consul at Barcelona in 1812, when
that city was bombarded, and was zeal-
ous in the protection of the lives and
property of French citizens, and afforded
an asylum to Spaniards on board the ves-
sels of the French fleet. He was among
the first to urge the expediency of con-
structing a canal across the Isthmus of
Suez, connecting the Mediterranean sea
and the Indian ocean. After unremitting

effort for many years, he obtained a fir-
man from Said Pasha In 1854, and, enlist-
ing French capitalists, undertook the
work, which was vigorously prosecuted
to completion, despite many obstacles
that would have discouraged ‘a less reso-
lute man. o

The viceroy of Egypt granted a con-
cesHlon in 1858. The practicability of the
project was questioned by many of the
most eminent _engineers’ of thé world,
an e was ridiculed _ all over Europe,
and especially by English engineers. The
work was bégun in7185%9. It soon com-
manded the attention of various gov-
ernments, w<hioh sObstribed liberally to
the undertaking as the work progressed
and Us practicability became assured.

A CHICAGO MURDER MYSTERY.

The Mutilated Body of An Unknown
Man Found In a Box.

Chicago, December 7.—Evidences of
what seems a mysterious and brutal
murder were found to-day when the
chopped and hacked body of a man was
discovered in a shipping case, Q/ing In
an alley between Sixty-third and Sixty-
fourth streets. The body had apparently
been cut up to fit the case, and had evi-
dently been shipped from a distant point.
The head was not badly mutilated, and
the police hope for an’identification of
the remains, which have been placed in
the South Side morgue.

The shipping case bears a French
stamp, indicating that the body had been
shipped from France. The body is that
of a man* about forty years old. of re-
fined appearance. The head ia partially
bald, and the face clean shaven except
for a long, blonde mustache.

TAX LAW CHANGES.

The Stole Commissioners Make Some

Sanrestloa* For the Legislature.
Two of the members of the Stats
Board of Tax Commisiooers, 1. N.
Walker and D. F. Allen, announce that
they are in favor of the enactment of a
law by the coming General Assembly,
taxing greenbacks. Mr. Walker says
the exemption of greenbacks has
tefnpted men to commit perjury.

MAKE THE JOB COMPLETE.
The Council committee paving in charge
the project of burying electric wires
should accept no ooraparotoiae. The way
to bury the vplres Is to bury them. We
have no huatlle-feeling whatever to the
various corporations who use these wires.
We do say the proportion to settle the
question by burying the wires in a few
crowded down-town streets, and leaving
the rest as they are, Is not the way to
twttlgsie A thing of this kind once done,
by natural reaction, is let alone fpr a
number of years. It is not sufficient that
the wires should be put under ground in
two or three business streets. They
should bo put under ground through
the Whole central part of the
town something like as far
north Seventh street; aa far
south as McCarty street, or even
farther in the Virginia avenue
region; aa far west as West or
Blake street; as far east as State street.
There is no use taking two bites to a
cherry. The olty has the right to have
these wires put under grpund, and it has
reached the stage in Us development
when it ought to have them put under
ground. It ought to listen to no propo-
sitions merely to bury the wire* in a re-
stricted area of the center of the town
and let the ugly poles disfigure our beau-
tiful streets elsewhere. * Y

It la to be hoped In justice to all con-
cerned that in the investigation into the
methods of‘certain departments of the
city'government no sources of informa-
tion w(ll be neglected by the committee.

Suppose you wanted to build a bridge
and the Council should appropriate the
money, do you thihk the board would
have th# right to let the contract with-
out advertising for bids?

This brought out the hither incon-
clusive auswor that the board had *ab
way# secured competitive bidding."”
Whereupon Mr. Merritt asked;

Do | understand, Mr. WIlldman, that
you thihk H is left to the Judgment of
the board whether tt advertise or not?

And Mr. WIlldman thought that it was
"left to the judgment of the board,"
though only "in such oases as those men-
tioned,"”* It Is, therefore, an Interesting
question as to how far competition can
be legally dispensed with.

Other thing* have been shown
which need explanation. We doubt the
right of the bdsrd to receive and consider
bids which had been opened in tha en-
gineer's office. And If It has the right
there can be no doubt that It U unwise
to exercise it. The significance of these
opened bids should be made clear.
Neither Mr.  WIldman nor Mr.
Kramer known "whether the en-
gineer opened them or whether
he received them unsealed.” They say,
that opened bids have frequently reached
th# board. Sound business sense. It
seems to us, demands a discontinuance of
such loose methods. We can not but help
feel that Mr, Kram#r has placed himself
in a very unfortunate position by his
dealings with the contractors who built
the MwrUI-street sewer. The business
of street-cleaning 1# not In a satisfactory
condition, and it la not strange that a
suggestion of favoritism arises from the
fact that a member of one of the street-
sweeping firms la a brother-in-law of Mr.
Meyer, of the Board of Public Works.

For Instance, In the State of New
York, where, to be sure, there were im-
portant local questions involved In the
campaign, the Democratic stay-at-home
vote Is shown by the Time# to have been
35902. The total Democratic vote was
61«ua and the Republican 673,613, a loss
to the Democrats of IAS,715, or 20 per cent.
ilnd to the Republicans a gain of 94,162, or
11 per cent. In New Jersey th# Demo-
crat# lost 65.687. or *2 per cent., while the
Republicans gained only 7,750, or 6 per
cent. The Democratic stay-at-home vote
here was/47947. In Massachusetts the
number of Democrats who refrained
from voting was 52883. The totals here
are Interesting; In 1882 the Democratic
vote was-176,813. the Republican 202,814; in
1804 the Democrats polled 123,930 votes and
the Republicans 189.307. The Democratic
vote fell off 30 per cent., but the Republic-
an vote did not gain thereby, falling off,
on the other hand, 6 per cent. In New
Hampshire similar phenomena are ap-
parent, although in less degree, the Dem-
ocratic loss being 30 per cent, and the Re-
publican gain only 2 per cent. The Dem-
ocratic stay-at-home vote Is placed at
7,100.

In Pennsylvania, where the tariff Is
always an Important political factor, the
total Democratic vote was 333404, the
Republican 674,801, meaning a loss to the
Democrats, from their vote of 462,264 In
1882. of 118,860, or 27 per cent. The Repub-
lican gain was 58,790, or 11 per cent. The
Democratic stay-at-home vote is placed
at 60,070. The vote in Ohio shows a Demo-
cratic loss of 127,183 from 1882, or J4 per
cent., and a Republican gain of only
8,801, or 2 per cent. To the success of.the
Republicans 118332 Democrats contrib-
uted by staying away from the polls. In
Indiana the total Democratic vote was
238,737, and the Republican 288505 being
a loss to the Democrats of 24,085
and a gain to the Republicans of
17,170. The Democratic loss was 10 per
cent.,, and the Republican gain 7 per
cent. Democratic voters to the number
of 6,915 did not vote. In Illinois, where
there was a gain of 27526 in the Populist
vote, the Democratlo stay-at-home vote
numbered 45,203,

In Virginia the members of both par-
ties appear to have been indifferent aa
to the outcome, there being a Democratic
loss of 50,625 and a Republican loss ot
24970. The Democratic stay-at-home
vote was 60,625. In Missouri, where the
Republicans carried congressional dis-
tricts which ordinarily go Democratic,
89,116 Democrats did not vote. Ma«ry-i
land Democrats, to the number of
6,629 kept away from the polls, very
likely as an expression of disgust at,
the conduct of Gorman, which made
It possible for the Republicans to show a
majority In the State, though they gained
only 3,982 votes.

MIL HODDEV’'S SCHEME
PLAINED IN DETAIL.

IS

Il la Causing Much Enthusiasm

Among Growers In South Caro-
lina—How It Is Proposed tb
Effect the Organisation.

Yorkvllle, S. C., December 7.-The
farmers of York county are at a high
pitch of excitement over a scheme of
John T. Roddey, a New York cotton
broker, to organize the cotton producers
of the South Into a gigantic trust Mr.
Roddey is a native of this county, but
for the last few years has been doing
business In New York. During the last ten
days he has been here preaching the prac-
ticability of his schemes to his old ac-
quaintances and former associates, and
has succeeded in working up a wonder-
ful degree of enthusiasm. In an inter-
view he said: “The price of cotton Is
now controlled almost absolutely by the
profesison&| speculator* of Liverpool,
New York and New Orleans. The spec-
ulators handle hundred? of millions of
balei of imaginary cotton annually.
Their transactions in Imaginary cotton
are so vast as to make the transactions
in real cotton of secondary Importance.
They have succeeded in suspending the
laws of supply and demand.

‘The purchase and rate of hundreds of
millions of bales of imaginary cation
tend to fix the price of -the eight or nine
milltan bales of actual cotton as a mere
incident, and the result te a tremendous
disadvantage to the men who actually
produce the cotton.

Organization Mot Dlflienlt.

“By proper organization the producers
of cotton can, to an extent, put a stop
to speculation, restore the operation ox
tho law* of supply and demand, and
tihemselves realize moat of the rich
profits that are sucked out of the raw
material on its way to the manufac-
turers. And the problem of organization
is not so difficult as those who have not
considered the matter might suppose.
Throughout the South there are already
enough warehouses to store the entire
crop. These warehouses were built with
profits made out of cotton and are sus-
tained by such profits. There are six
times as many local buyers as are nec.?ai-
sary to handle a crop, and all get fairl
good Incomes. As a result of thoroug
organization we can scoqg_ in all the pri-
vate warehouses for certificates of 3toe*c,
and also dispense with five-sixths of the
local buyers. This will enable us to use the
warehouses on the basis of a fair rate
of Interest, and to save to the farmers
the amount now paid to the support of
superfluous local buyers. o

'With a large per cent, of the cotton
crop absolutely under one management
and control, we can let cotton on the
market only as it Is needed, and, if
necessary, hold back one-fourth or one-
fifth of the crop altogether. In case the
mills should try to freeze us out, there
would be a constantly increasing demand
for cotton goods, which would advance
+ the price. The_ price of cotton would
fellow. Cotton is_always good security,
and when stored in our ware-houses, we
cculd borrow for Its owners enough
money to enable them to keep going
until the mills would be willing to pay
the nrice asked. Even If we should re-
ceive no benefits from any other source,
we could certainly experience a rise In
price on account of the elimination of
the local buyers and the thousands of
other middlemen, and then raise In price
would more than pay all the expenses
